ANomai TnBony OOHOKIININO DBEAMS.— 


A novel and interesting theory as to the na- 
ture of dreams wss lately propounded be- 
fore the lloyal Medical^ Institution by Pro- 
fessor Humphrey of Cainbriiteo, England, 
defining dreams as not a normal accompan- 
iment of sleep, but rather a result of tlio ab- 
normal or imperfect condition of the organ 
of mental action. In the natural state, ho 
says, we should pass from wakefulnesn to 
complete unconsciousness, and, vice vc-rsn, 
almost hiBluntaneouHly, and this is tho caso 
with many persons,- more frequently, how- 
ever, the transition is protracted, and stages 
aro observed iu which tho clcop is but par- 
tial. In this case, according to Professor 
Humphrey, tho cerebral organ boing in an 
imperfect state, its action is imperfect, and 
the first effect of tho lessening of iin vital 
vigor is a loss of the highest form of mental 
power—tho_ control over tho mental opera- 
tions; and, in this condition, the thoughts 
ramble unchecked, chase one another con- 
fusedly over the mental field, aud give rise 
to all sorts of iuconjjruitics of tho imagina- 
tion.
